They have a sensitiveness for the soil, 


The neglect of it they regard as a sort 


of profanation and consider themselves as 
in some sense consecrated to the task of 
preserving its fecundity by the most care- 
ful rotation and fertilization. 


Knows England Thoroughly. 

Hence a practical man of affairs, this 
cadet of the house of Bismarck; knows 
countries and men and methods, and so 
has a horizon. 

England he knows thoroughly, having 
visited there for considerable periods; 
kncws her in her strength and her weak- 
ness and in her contradictions; in her 


. gpirit of dauntiess pioneering; in her su- 


perciliousness, her flabby love of com- 
fort, and her fatuous wastefuiness; in her 
boundless. resources and her dreadful 
poverty. ! 

Such poverty, even in these rigorous 
war times, does not exist in Germany. I 
have been in the country nearly four. 
months out of the six beginning last Sep- 
tember, spending hours and sometimes) 
days in fifteen of the large cities of the 
kingdom of Prussia, and I have never 
been accosted by a beggar. 
could spend fifteen minutes any evening 
in Piccadilly without being waylaid by 
one, ) ; 

Not Dilletante Farmers. 

The class of which Von Bismarck isa 
high expression are gentlemen farmers 
in the sense that many ot them ate men | 
of gentle birth. 

But they emphatically ate not dilletante 
‘farmers. They have factors and head 


- farmers, but they know as much about 


cattle breeding and the working of the 
Sol! as their factors. and head farmers 
know. 

Ar. eight years’ course in agriculture is 
pert of their preparation for taking over 
the lands of their ancestors. 

Land that an Illinois farmer would not 
plow they make to produce with amazing 
bounty by a system of liberal and scien- 
tific fertilizing, and when they discov- 
ered that the war would reduce thé im- 
ports of fertilizer to almost nothing they 
turned with confidence, to the German 
chemists, and the German chemists are 
producing fertilizer out of ‘the air. 

These men acknowledge a heavy re- 
esponsibility to their lands and to the peo- 
ple Who work for them. Most 6f them 
try to lve up to that responsibility. 

Forty-three men on the Pomeranian 
farms of Bismarck of Jarchlin have gone 
to the war. So has. he. Of the forty-

Poles, of whom 2,000,000 are ‘Jews, are in 
dire need of food. 

This statement was made today by 
Hermann Laundau, a’ prominent Jewish 
philanthropist associated with various 
Jewish charities in London. 

Ot these sufferers, 5,500,000 are east of 
the Vistula river and 1,500,000 west of the 
river," Mr. Landau said. The Jews 
are even poorer than the Gentiles de- 
cause of the boycott against the Jews in 
parts of Poland before the beginning of 
the war, which impoverished thousands 
who otherwise would have been able to 
provide for their families. - 


Jews Live on Potato Peels. 

Political and religious prejudice 
against the Jews also makes their condl- 
tion worse than that of the Catholics. In 
parts of Poland evacuated by the Ger- 
mans many Jews are living on potato 
peele and garbage left by the army. The 
Catholic population has been able to flee 
beyond Warsaw in much 1 numbers 
than the Jews. 

The citizens committee at Warsaw is 
the only large agency for affording relief 
for refugees. Although the membership 
of this committee consists of four Jews 
and six gentiles it has been impossible 
to employ workers who would deal fairly 
with the Jews. Consequently, another 
committee has been organized under the 
chairmanship of Baron Gunzgurg to ad- 
minister relief without — to religious 
faith.

Secretary’s Influence Back of Bill 
in Legislature Which Would

Secretary of the Navy Josephus Daniels 

is behind a movement to create a five mile 
prohibition zone around the naval train- 
ing station at Lake Bluff, Ill. Secretary 
Daniels, who banished demon rum from 
the navy, it is rumored, is now ready to 
extend the ery crusade to the territory 
surrounding all the naval training sta- 
tions and the inland depots of the navy 
department in the United States.
